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vandalism cases 


P Frederic Board 
authorizes up to 
$1,000 for info that 


leads to a conviction

In response to recent vandalism to 
the Frederic Township Park, the 
Frederic Township Board passed a 
motion last week authorizing the 
payment of rewards to those provid- 
ing information that leads to a con- 
viction in cases of theft and/or 
destruction of township property. 

Several pieces of the township 
park’s new gazebo, which was com- 
pleted just a few weeks ago, have 
already been broken. Other park 
property has been damaged in the 
past, and several of the township 
hall’s windows have been shattered 
by rocks within the last few years. 

Frederic Treasurer Sandy Barber 
recommended the township start 
offering rewards, and look at enforc- 
ing the county’s 10 p.m. curfew (for 
people under the age of 17), since 


the acts of vandalism appear to be 


‘Happening late at night and in the 
early morning hours. 

From the beginning, the board has 
intended to have lights installed on 
the gazebo to keep it lit up at night, 
but board members feel just having 
lights at the site is not going to be 
enough to curb the problem. 

On June 13, the township board 
talked at length about implementing 
a neighborhood watch program, and 
board members are still considering 
the prospect. The board has also dis- 
cussed the possibility of installing 
hidden surveillance cameras near 
the park to monitor the area and 
record any vandalisms that might 
occur. 

At the township’s July 11 regular 
meeting, the board took a first step 
with regard to the recent property 
destruction, voting 4-0 in favor of 
offering the rewards of up to $1,000 
“per occurrence” for information 
leading to a “conviction” in cases of 
vandalism or theft. In addition, the 
township voted unanimously to pur- 
chase signs for the park that display 
the county’s curfew rules. 


Ohio MPs assist Grayling PD

In the early morning hours of 
Friday, July 14 Grayling Police 
received word of an alarm activation 
at an Automatic Teller Machine 
(ATM) at the Clark Gas Station on 
the comer of the I-75 Business Loop 
and M-72.

Military Police (MP) were stationed 
at the Holiday Inn, Grayling Police 
asked for assistance because an 
arrest of two Alabama fugitives was 
in progress on the city’s south side. 
The MPs secured the scene until

arrived. 

An investigation of the scene 
found thieves had pried open the 
ATM and attempted to gain entry to 
the vault inside, but were not suc- 
cessful. The investigation contin- 
ues, including the possibility that a 
car reported stolen around the same 
time as the incident may be related 
to the attempted robbery.

Elliassen said he is not one to rock 
the boat, but he is getting a little 
weary of the apparent ineptness of 
the Michigan Department of 
Transportation’s Aeronautics 
(MDOTA) division. 

Elliassen said he was promised 
fuel tanks would be installed within 
two weeks of the contract signing 
date of May 4. Two weeks came 
and went and no tanks were

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much smaller fuel tanks were to be 
installed, even though $45,000 had 
been approved for larger, more cost 
efficient tanks. “MDOTA wanted to 
ensure there is enough demand for 
fuel before installing much larger 
tanks,” said Elliassen. 

He commented that he believes 
the smaller fuel tanks will make it 
difficult to provide quality service to 
aviators. “If this becomes the little 
airport that sometimes has fuel, and 
sometimes not, no one will want to 
or be able to depend upon a stop in 
Grayling.” 

Elliassen said he feels MDOTA 
has failed to meet their contractual 
agreement in other ways, including 
the lack of water in the hangar area, 
and inadequate lawn mowing equip- 
ment. “Although these are all very 


small inconveniences in themselves, 
they all add up to cost a great deal of 
time and money.” said Flliassen. 

But, he is going to stick it out... he 
does not want to vise up his dream 
of operating a small airfield for 
those who love to fly. “This airport 
is a vita) part of Grayling’s econom- 
ic future.” said Eliassen. 

“t didnt get into this for the 
money. | am in aviation because | 
love it. But. the delays have com- 
prised my dreams, my home and my 
financial security.” he said. “and as a 
citizen of this state who pays taxes, I 
feel that any operation funded with 
tax money be given every opportu- 
nity to succeed,” 

Elliassen had hoped for a July 4 
opening date. Now. he can only 
hope for a Labor Day opening.

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Work begins on Old 27 Paving project 


P Section of Old 
27 from Hartwick 
Pines Road through 
Frederic to be fixed

Construction crews from Bernie 
Johnson and Company. Inc. recently 
began working on Old 27 just south 
of Frederic. cutting the highway 
down to one lane traffic at the areas 
being worked on. Parts of Old 27 
will be restricted to one lane until 
the project is completed in early 
August. 

Bernie Johnson and Company, a 
subcontractor for paving company 
Rieth-Riley on the Old 27 project. 
began milling the highway near 
Frederic and will work south 
towards the high school and M-93 
(Hartwick Pines Road) as the pro- 
ject progresses. 

Rieth-Riley. low bidder for the 
project. will be doing the paving. 

The first course of asphalt should 
be installed near Frederic some time 
this week, said Road Commission 
Managing Director Don Babcock. 
Having the first layer of blacktop 
will help keep the dust down, he 
said. 

The finished product will be a 
completely resurfaced stretch of Old

27. from M-93 through Frederic to 
Hulbert Road. The new roadway 
will be equipped with a six-foot 
paved shoulder for non-motorized 
traffic. 

The Old 27 project, which will 
cost about $880,000, is being fund- 
ed 80 percent by state and federal 
dollars and 20 percent by the Road 
Commission for Crawford County. 


Teens say alcohol/drug abuse #1 issue

ORCA YAC is an acronym for the 
Ogemaw Roscommon Crawford 
Area Youth Advisory Council. This 
organization was created in 1988 by 
the Council of Michigan 
Foundations and the W.K. Kellogg 
Foundation for the purpose of 
expanding opportunities for person- 
al development of youth. 

In June 1997 the North Central 
Michigan Community Foundation

good with any other offer. 
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was formed to establish endowment 
funds that will improve the quality 
of life in five area counties. This 
was done by approval of a 50% 
matching grant from the Kellogg 
Foundation to establish the NCMCF 
Kellogg Youth fund. The total 
endowment for the three counties is 
now close to $730.00. It will gener- 
ate a $30,000 grant budget for the 
2000/2001 school year. 

Locally, the YAC consists of five 
to seven youths from each of the 
four school districts in a three coun- 
ty area. Each school district is also 
represented by an adult advisor. 

The goals of YAC is to develop 
leadership skills, problem solving 
and conflict resolution — skills. 
improve communication between 
youth, their peers, and adults. and 
to help youth understand the con- 
cept of philanthropy. accepting 
responsibility for grant making 
decisions and community volun- 
teerism. 

Based on a survey randomly dis- 
tributed by YAC members to 200 


local students ranging from 13-18 
years of age in each county, the 
number one issue faced by the stu- 
dents is alcohol and drug abuse. 
This was closely followed by lack of 
recreational facilities and  pro- 
grammed activities, drunk driving, 
teen pregnancy and low self esteem. 

There are two types of youth 
grants available: Mini-grants are 
awards up to $300, and Common- 
grants are awards from $300 to 
$2,500. 

So far the Crawford AuSable 
School District/Grayling High 
School was given $300 for the Fly 
Fishing Club towards fly tying 
equipment. $300 for Student Senate 
to go towards the MDOT Bike Trail 
Project. $300 to the Viking Band 
Boosters for Viking Band awards. 
$300 For Random Acts of Kindness. 
and $275 for Christmas 2000 
Wishes. The Grayling Middle 
School has been given $300 for the 
7th Grade Theme  Program- 
“Tolerance” and the Grayling 
Cooperative Preschool was given 


$250 for a Development Activity 
Project. 

Just recently ORCA YAC granted 
$2500.00 to fund a climbing tower 
that was constructed at Camp 
Westminster on the north shore of 
Higgins Lake. Each of the four 
school districts that make up the 
Council contributed a quarter of the 
amount from their individual grant 
budgets to fund the project. 

Camp Westminster plans to pro- 
vide team-building and leadership 
experiences to area groups through 
the use of this new adventure 
resource in addition to their existing 
high ‘ropes course. Camp 
Westminster hosted a climb for 
members of the ORCA YAC on 
July 12.

Summer is the fair season in 
Michigan with nearly 90 county 
fairs statewide, including the 18th 
Annual Crawford County Fair, 
going on July 18-22 in Grayling. 

Last year, more than 5 million 
people attended county fairs, mak- 
ing them a popular attraction for 
more than half the state’s popula- 
tion. 

Fairs have played an important 
role in commerce, education, enter- 
tainment and the arts for the whole 
community in past and present: 

- Standard weights and measures, 
and letters of credit emerged from 
European fairs providing people 
from different regions and cultures 
standardized methods for exchange 
of products and money. 

- Women were involved with fairs 
from their first days in America. As 
early as 1813, Women’s Days were 
established to showcase food, cloth- 
ing and domestic arts. Women’s suf- 
frage first gained a public audience 
at fairs. 

- Homogenization and pasteuriza- 
tion practices were introduced at 
fairs to educate citizens on improved 
food safety methods. 

- Early entertainment at fairs 
included tethered hot-air balloon 
ascensions and bicycle races. 
Midways gained popularity begin- 
ning the 1890s after the World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago's 
Midway Plaisance amusement 
arcade.

WAS IT REALLY 40 vears ago when 
John F. Kenneds nominated for 
President? 

Yes. it was. One of those newspaper items 
about “dates in history” said July 11. 1960 
was the date. 

That realization set this eld reporter mus- 
ing more than a hittle. 

The 1960 National Democratic conven- 
tion in Los Angeles which nominated Sen. 
Kennedy was special to me. It was the first 
national political convention | helped cover 
as a working reporter. Heck. it was the first 
national convention | ever attended. 

In those days. television coverage was 
rather new -- although the 1956 Democratic 
convention televised the batue when Sen. 
Estes Ketauver beat back a roll call chal- 
lenge for the vice presidential nomination 
from that same Sen. Jack Kennedy. That

JFK convention in ‘60: A raucous caucus 


was high political drama for those of us who 
followed politics closely. 

But mostly it was newspapers and radio 
for convention news. 

My job at the Los Angeles convention 
was to stick close to the Michigan delega- 
tion, digging up feature stories. reporting on 
delegates und their perspectives and reac- 
tions about what was going on. It was a fun 
job. 

Incidentally. the 1956 Adlai Stevenson- 
Estes Kefuuver Democratic ticket lost big 
time to President Dwight Eisenhower and 
Vice President Richard Nixon. 

* * * 

THAT LOSING 1956 battle by Sen. 
Kennedy against Sen. Kefauver helped set 
the groundwork for the successful Kennedy 
campaign four vears later. 

In losing to Mr. Kefauver. Mr. Kennedy 
had received generally high marks for grace. 
political savvy. and gentlemanly behavior. 
He became hot political property. 

Sen. Kennedy pursued the 1960 nomina- 
tion with vigor. He courted labor support 
and the liberal left. personified by 
Michigan’s Gov. G. Mennen Williams. 


whose own supporters were pushing for a 
Williams nomination for president. 

When Sen. Kennedy finally persuaded 
Gov. Williams to climb aboard the Kennedy 
bandwagon. the endorsement was staged 
masterfully after a Mackinac Island “sum- 
mit meeting” between the potential oppo- 
nents, and Michigan’s Williams became one 
of Mr. Kennedy’s strongest and most active 
supporters. 

There even was talk of Gov. Williams for 
vice president. 

* * * 

GOING INTO the Los Angeles conven- 
tion. Mr. Kennedy was ahead. but he still 
faced a stiff challenge from southern 
Democrats, focused through two stalwarts 
from Texas and Capitol Hill -- Speaker Sam 
Rayburn and Senate Leader Lyndon 
Johnson. who had his own presidential 
boomlet as an alternative to JFK. 

Michigan’s labor contingent and Gov. 
Williams were among the Kennedy inner 
political circle at the convention, counseling 
and advising with campaign strategists. 

In a surprise move which some saw as 
astute and others saw as betrayal. Sen. 


Kennedy nailed down the nomination -- and 
perhaps the election -- by working a deal 
with political masters Rayburn and Johnson 
that made Johnson the vice president. 

To the Michigan delegation, Lyndon 
Johnson was as much a pariah as G. Mennen 
Williams was to southern conservatives. 

Michigan party leaders, from Gov. 
Williams on down, felt betrayed by Jack 
Kennedy. My most vivid lasting image of 
the 1960 Los Angeles convention is of Gov. 
Williams and other delegates shouting a 


ination of Lyndon Johnson.

WAS KENNEDY’S deal with Johnson a 
betrayal of liberal ideals and JFK’s commit- 
ted liberal backers? Of course it was. But it 
turned out to be astute presidential politics, 
and another example of how pragmatism 
defeats principle almost every time. 

Michigan Democrats got over it in time, 
of course. Winning does that. 

G. Mennen Williams was prominent in 
discussion of an incoming Kennedy cabinet. 
He was rumored for attorney general, labor, 
health and welfare, and other top level jobs. 


What Gov. Williams had to settle for was 
Assistant Secretary of State for African 
Affairs. Effectively, he was politically 
exiled out of the active Kennedy administra- 
tion to Africa. 

While many observers considered the 
African job yet another slap in the face by 
President Kennedy -- which in my view it 
was -- to his credit Gov. Williams took the 
job, and pursued his assignment with all the 
energy and commitment Michiganians knew 
so well. 

My first national political convention was 
an exciting time. A few weeks later, I was in 
Chicago at the Republican convention 
which nominated Richard Nixon and Henry 
Cabot Lodge to oppose the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket. 

That was good, too ... but not nearly as 
exciting as the Kennedy convention in Los 
Angeles. That was one really raucous cau- 
cus. 

But was it really 40 years ago?

Almost two vears ago when we 
took office we knew the budget was 
very ught. Since that ume we have 
struggled along irving to stay with- 
in our budget and at the same time 
recognizing that we are under- 
staffed in some departments and 
going without needed supplies and 
repair or purchase of equipment. 
Many of our departments and 
offices ure mandated services. 
Others are provided as citizens 
express their desires and concerns. 

In 1991 Crawford County estab- 
lished Central Dispatch and imple- 
mented u 911 Emergency System 
with the help of state grants and 
county general funds - a non-man- 
dated service. We also adopted a 
resolution establishing a 4% sur- 
charge on vour telephone line. This 
currently costs 46 cents per line per 
month. Many of our surrounding 
counties also created this service 
but levied special millage to help 
defray their cost. 

Over the last three fiscal years the 
cost to the general fund has aver- 
aged $166.240 a vear. We have had 
many discussions on raising costs. 
liabilits. our population and the 
need and use of essential services. 
We have gotten many suggestions 
from “charge a fee for dispatching 
non-county services (local fire 
departments) to raise the user fee of 
the service (ambulance).” We see 
the botiom line as the money sti 
comes from our citizens. In a small 
community. we feel we must all 


work together and pool our 
resources to provide the best service 
available at a cost we can afford. 

We have asked the County to 
include a ballot proposal on the 
August 8 general Primary Election 
to allow us to increase the telephone 
surcharge 16% - to a total of 20% 
which will cost $2.75 per line per 
month at the current line charge. We 
feel that this will meet the current 
needs for Central Dispatch - 911 
Emergency Services in the best way 
for all of us. 

It will keep our service local, pro- 
vide for updated necessary equip- 
ment in that department, increase 
staff and meet the intention of the 
State that it be able to support itself 
financially. 

Funds collected from the sur- 
charge cannot be used for any other 
department and can be adjusted 
from year to year as need arises 
within the 20%. 

If this proposal is approved by the 
voters it would allow the County to 
use the funds currently appropriated 
by the general fund for an animal 
control officer. an additional correc- 
uns officer. a court bailiff (so road 
officers can stay on patrol) and law 
enforcement equipment and train- 
ing.

Baking bread the old fashioned 
way demonstrated at farm park 


How long has it been since you 
truly smelled the aroma of real 
homemade bread and rolls baking in 
the oven? 

On Saturday. July 22, the ladies of 
Wellington Farm Park will be gath- 
ering in the Leon Johnston Pavilion 
to bake bread. biscuits, rolls and 
sticky-buns: all done from scratch 
the old fashioned way, including the 
baking which will be done in wood 
fired cookstoves.

Stupak bill would aid Korean War veterans 


The deadly cold of Korean win- 
ters that disabled many American 
soldiers fighting there 50 vears ago 


should be considered a cause of 


combat injury just as much as a bul- 
let or a mine. according to legisla- 
tion that was introduced in the U.S. 
House Monday. 

Co-authored by Rep. Bart Stupak. 
D-Menominee. and Rep. Dave 
Camp. R-Midland. the “Veterans 
Cold Weather Injury Compensation 
Act” would make cold weather a 
service-connected injury. a change 
that could bring compensation to 
many Korean War veterans. 

“Most of the Korean War veterans 
in my disti<tthxt have shared their 
war memories with me have always 
mentioned the bitter cold on the 
Korean peninsule” “4s one of the ene- 
mies they had to face.” Stupak said 
today. 

“For many veterans. this: silent 
and implacable enemy is more than

Group offers seedlings for riverbank preservation 


The northern white-cedars along 
the river's banks provide needed 
shade to maintain the cold water 
fishery of the AuSable River. The 
presence of the cedar sweepers at 
the water line provides protection 
for the fish, increases the amount of 
large woody debris in the water, as 
well as the preservation of the river- 
bank. 

However. there is virtually no nat- 
ural reforestation of northern white- 
cedar along the AuSable River 
System due to the tremendous deer 
populations. 

Many property owners have long 
recognized the complete absence of 
any young cedars in the area and 
have attempted to plant replacement 
cedar seedlings. only to have the 
deer and hares eat them again. 

Recognizing that this problem 
exists and a solution needs to be 
found, volunteer members of -the 
AuSable River System Property 
Owners Association (ARSPOA) 
will pre-package northern white-

tives could be put to better use 

Crawford AuSable. Schools 
Assistant Superintendent Paul Lerg 
said the last time any Home 
Economics course wads part of the 
district's curriculum was back in 
1989. At that time instruction was 
limited to cooking and menu devel- 
opment. The course was discontin- 
ued and the concept was changed to 
consumer education. 

“The dynamics of #4 tate funding 
for Home Economics. changed dur- 
ing the Blanchard administration,” 
Lerg said. He also cited a declining 
interest in Home Economics by stu- 
dents as probably the main reason 
for discontinuation of the curricu- 
lum. 

Binert agreed, “For a while there, 
it just wasn’t ‘cool’ to sew or take 
Home Ec.” 

Lerg said GHS principal Judith 
Gorski has thrown around the idea 
of bringing back some Home 
Economics instruction and Binert 


said maybe it would fall into the cat- 
egory of fashion design and con- 
cepts. Hatfield’s view on the idea, 
“Bring back sewing to the school... 
heck ya! Then we wouldn’t have to 
pay for lessons.” 

Watching the girls learning to 
thread their machines and sew their 
first stitches, it ts hard not to notice 
the pride they feel with each of these 
accomplishments. “I can already 
see a boost in self-confidence with 
each success,” Binert remarked. 

Binert’s sewing lessons are also 
available to adults. The 10-session 
course costs $200 plus materials. 


BZZZZ... The buzz on 


Now that summer ‘is here we can 
expect to hear the humming of busy 
bees. which is why the Michigan 
State Medical Society wants to 
remind everyone what to do if stung. 

When a person is stung, the venom 
from the bee may cause local 
swelling, pain, itching, and/or red- 
ness. These symptoms should disap- 
pear within a few days if the wound is 
properly cared for. Sometimes, how- 
ever. a bee sting can cause a fatal 
allergic or toxic reaction. 

Hf the stinger is still in the wound, it 
should be removed as quickly as pos- 
sible. If not removed, the stinger can 
continue to release venom into the 
body for as long as 20 minutes, 

The Medial Society recommends 
these steps after a bee sting: * gently 
scrape or “flick” the stinger out using 
your fingernail, a credit card, or the 


edge of a knife. (Do not use tweezers 
or pinch the stinger because you may 
squeeze out more venom.); ¢ wash the 
affected area with soap and water and 
then thoroughly dry, © apply an ice 
pack to relieve pain and swelling; « 
apply calamine lotion, a lotion con- 
taining benadry! or a paste made of 
baking soda and water to relieve itch- 
ing. 

About 3% of people are especially 
sensitive to bee stings and can devel- 
op a life-threatening allergic reaction 
called anaphylaxis. When this occurs. 
painful hives and swelling may occur 
rapidly and block off airways. 
Allergic reactions are a serious matter 
and should be treated as a medical 
emergency. 

If a person who is not allergic is 
stung by a swarm of 50 to 100 bees, a 
similar effect to anaphylactic shock

may occur. About 50 people die each 
year from bee stings, so it is impor- 
tant to be alert for an allergic reac- 
tion. 

Symptoms of an allergic reaction 
may include: * rapid swelling around 
the eyes, lips, tongue. or throat; ¢ dif- 
ficulty breathing, wheezing or 
hoarseness; © itching. cramping, or 
numbness that is severe; © stomach 
cramps: ¢ a reddish rash, or hives; « 
dizziness or even loss of conscious- 
ness. 

Many people know they have an 
allergy to bee stings. They should 
wear a medical alert bracelet and 
carry a bee sting kit including epi- 
nephrine. 

Avoid areas where bees have nests. 
If a bee is near you, do not upset it by 
swatting at it. Just calmly and quietly 
turn and walk away.

Many kids still at risk from poor car seat, seatbelt use 


Far too many parents are leaving 
their infants. toddlers and children 
vulnerable to serious injury and 
death in car crashes by not property 
using car seats. booster seats and 
seat belts or not using them at all, 
says a University. of Michigan 
Health System expert: who sees 
young crash victims come through 
her clinic. 

National statistics show that as 
many as 85 percent of children are 
restrained improperly in motor vehi- 
cles. says Lori Brinkey, P.T.. a U-M 
physical therapist who is also the 
co-coordinator of the local SAFE 
KIDS Coalition. promoting injury 
prevention for kids under 14. 

“Motor vehicle crashes are the 
leading cause of unintentional 
injury-related death in children 14 
and sunder.”—_ Brinkey _ notes. 
“Therefore. it’s very important for 
families to secure the correct: car 
seat for their children. and to learn

use it appropriately.” 

Often, Brinkey says she hears 
from parents who are confused and 
frustrated about which kind of 
restraint devices to use as their chil- 
dren grow, how to install the equip- 
ment in their cars, vans and SUVs 
and how to position and keep their 
children in the restraints. 

“It's very difficult to install the 
seats at times because there's a wide 
variety out there. plus vehicles 
themselves have a variety of seat 
shapes and seat belt designs.” she 
acknowledges. “On top of that, 
manufacturers’ instructions can be 
missing or difficult for parents to 
understand.” 

But most parents only need to 
make a few changes in order to pro- 
tect their kids better, Brinkey says. 
They can find out how at free car 
seat clinics being held throughout 
the summer and fall by SAFE KIDS 
Coalition organizations across the 
state and nation. 

The nation as a whole is moving 
in the right direction, she says. with 
new laws enforcing seat belt and car 
seat use. numerous organizations 
like SAFE KIDS offering clinics. 
and a rising percentage of parents 
using restraints for themselves and 
their kids. But many kids still sus- 
tain serious injuries that could have 
been prevented by proper use of 
simple safety equipment. 

General recommendations: 

¢ Any child under 12 should ride 
in the back seat. “Generally. the 
back seat is the safest position in the 
vehicle for a child to ride” 
Brinkey. 

* Kids should always be restrained 
in a way that’s appropriate for their 
weight and height, and in accor- 
dance with the restraint’s intended 
use. For example. seats that are 
designed to face the rear of the car 
shouldn't ever face forward. And 
children who might seem ready tor 
just a seat belt - those between 40 
and 80 pounds or 4 and 8 years old - 
should really use a booster seat to 
put their bodies at the right position 
for the belt to protect them in a 
crash. 

¢ Parents should always remember 
that no matter how much they may 
have to struggle to keep a squirming 
or antsy child in vehicle restraint. 


Says 


“It’s a battle that’s very worth fight- 
ing,” Brinkey says. “Sometimes. if 
they're wiggling out of their seats, 
it’s because their harness straps are 
too loose. If you tighten them to an 
appropriate tension. the child can’t 
move out.” 

© Remember, kids copy what they 
see, So parents and other adults can 
set an example by making sure their 
own seat belts are buckled and 
adjusted properly. 

For children under one year: 

Infants and babies should always 
ride in the back seat, facing the rear 
of the car, Brinkey cautions. New 
parents should start with an infant- 
only seat and then move up to a larg- 
er seat when the child grows to more 
than 20 pounds. If the baby weighs 
more than that before his or her first 
birthday, there are some convertible 
car seats that can accommodate 
them facing the Tear. 

Even with the right seat. parents 
often get the seat’s angle wrong for 
these little ones. Brinkey says. “The 
baby should be at about a 45-degree 
angle. but often parents change the 
angle in order to make the seat belt 
tight enough. So sometimes you 
need a firmly rolled towel or a foam 
‘noodle’ to help position the seat 
correctly” The towel or noodle go 
under the seat, not under the child. 
The harness on the baby’s chest 
must be snug. too, Brinkey says - 
one that’s too loose can slide over 
the infant’s shoulder and allow them 
to ‘submarine* out of the seat. 

For children one to four years: 

After a child’s first birthday, fac- 
ing forward is the rule, but still in 
the back seat. Brinkey explains. 
Seats for these ages are designed to 
hold toddlers up to 40 pounds and, 
like the infant seats. are secured 
using the vehicle's seat belt. Again, 
the tightness of the belt. the angle of 
the seat and the snugness of the har- 
ness that holds the child in the seat 
are crucial. 

“The most common mistake is 


child restraint securely against the 
vehicle seat,” Brinkey warns. “Once 
the belt is securely fastened, the seat 
should not be able to move more 
than an inch.” 
For children four to eight years: 
The worst thing a parent can do

for children in this age range is to 
prematurely move them to just seat 
belts, or allow them to ride unre- 
strained, Brinkey advises. “Just 
because they’ve outgrown their car 
seat doesn’t mean they don’t need 
anything,” she says. The solution: a 
car booster seat, which brings the 
child to the right levei. The !ap belt 
can then come across the hips, and 
the shoulder belt can cross between 
the neck and shoulder. 

Only five percent of children who 
should be using booster seats are 
using them. Brinkey says. “The dan-/” 
ger here is what we call ‘lap: “belt 
syndrome, where the lap belt rides 
up too high, the child flexes for- 
ward, and they suffer severe abdom- 
inal injuries and even spinal cord 
damage.” 

For children over eight years: 

When a child is ready to graduate 
to just a seat belt, at eight years or 
80 pounds. parents still need to 
make sure they're using the belts 
properly. “They need to scoot their 
bottom all the way back against the 
vehicle seat’s back, and let their legs 
bend at and hang over the front of 
the seat,’ Brinkey says. “Just like 
with adults, the seat belt should sit 
low across their hips and the shoul- 
der belt should stay between their 
neck and shoulder.”

Question: Now that summer is 
here, I think it is important to 
remind everyone about the dangers 
of drowning. I see parents at the 
beach only keeping half an eye on 
their little ones. Just how quickly 
can a child drown? I thought it was 
just a matter of minutes. SIGNED: 
Worried at the beach. ~ 

ANSWER: Drowning occurs 
silently and swiftly. Actually chitd- 
hood drowning and near drowning 
can happen in a matter of seconds 
and typically occur when a child is 
briefly left unattended or supervi- 
sion lapses for such a few moments. 
In 2 minutes after submersion, a 
child will already be unconscious. 
Irreversible brain damage occurs 
after 4 to 6 minutes of submersion. 
The majority of children who sur- 
vive are discovered within 2 minutes 
following submersion, and most 
children who die are found after 10 
minutes. Of children submerged 
long enough to require CPR, most 
die or are left with severe brain 
injury. 

Anytime a child is near water of 1 
inch depth or greater. a drowning 
can occur. Parental supervision may 
be only a few inches away. Young 
children at beaches have been 
observed floating face down at their 
parent’s feet, a swim ring around 
their knees, without the parent even 
knowing anything is amiss. 

Where do drownings occur? 
Infants most frequently drown in 
bathtubs, buckets and _ toilets. 
Children 1 to 4 most often drown in 
swimming pools, hot tubs, and spas. 
Children 5 to 14 most often drown 
in swimming pools and open water 
sites. The majority of children who 
drown in pools were last seen in the 
house, had been missing from sight 
for less than 5 minutes, and were in 
the care of both parents, at the time 
of the drowning. Since nearly 70% 
of drowning occurs between May 
and September, it is a good idea to 
review prevention tips: 

- Always wear a US Coast Guard 
approved PFD on a boat or near nat- 
ural bodies of water. Air filled 
swimming aids are NOT considered 
safety devices and are not a substi- 
tute for a life jacket. PFDs are essen- 
tial for water sports such as tubing 
and skiing, even for excellent swim- 
mers. Eighty percent of boating 
related drownings could be prevent- 
ed if everyone wore a PFD. Install 
four sided 5 foot high fencing with 
self closing, self latching gates 
around swimming pools. Pool 
alarms, door alarms and automatic 
pool covers can add extra protec- 
tion. Never leave a child unsuper- 
vised around water for even a 
minute. This means keeping the 
child in direct line of vision, not just 
nearby. Because drownings occur so 
quickly, even looking away for a 
minute can be a disaster. Empty 
buckets and child pools immediate- 
ly after use and store out of reach. 
Don’t rely on PFD or swimming 
lessons to totally protect your child - 
they are not foolproof. Learn CPR 
and keep rescue equipment, phones, 
and emergency numbers at the pool- 
side. Remember, summer months, 
especially weekends, are when most 
drownings occur so be especially 
alert at those times.

> Statewide public awareness campaign reminds motorists to slow down 


As Michigan's construction work- 
ers toll out the orange barrels this 
spring. the state pledges to crack 
dawn on speeders and enforce safety 
rules. 

“The safety of Michigan motorists 
und workers ts our highest priority. 
That's why we are doubling our 
efforts this summer to improve work 
7one safety for everyone on the road.”

“Last vear. traffic crashes in work 
yones increased by only three per- 
cent. Injuries were down six percent. 
with [50 fewer injuries and 26 fatali- 
ties” DeSana said. 

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) andthe 
Michigan State Police will once 
again team up to make sure that traf- 
he laws are obesed in work zones. 
MDOT will fund Michigan State 
Police $350,000 for 7.700 hours of 
construction site patrols. That is up 
trom $175,000 last vear. 

“Statistics show that the presence 
of law enforcement leads to a reduc- 
tion in accidents and injuries. The 
Michigan State Police is pleased to 
expand this highly successful team 
effort with MDOT. Speeding is the 
biggest danger workers and motorists 
face. Our goal is to make construc- 
tion zones safer.” said Michigan State 
Police Lieutenant Colonel Madden. 

For the first time in Michigan. 
MDOT will implement four pilot 
construction zones that will use “Do 
Not Pass” signs and enforcement to 
curb aggressive driving. The test is 
designed to reduce aggressive lane 
changes by requiring drivers to 
switch lanes and merge before the 
discontinued lane ends. 

The four merge land locations are 
1-69 in Eaton and Branch counties, I- 
75 in Bay and Arenac ceunties. and I- 
75 near Grayling. Motorists should 
watch for “Do Not Pass” signs in the 
merge lane that is closed ahead. 
Some sites will use an automated sys- 
tem with detectors that sense traffic 
slowdown. Once the signs are flash- 
ing. motorists who continue to drive

and pass vehicles in a “no passing™ 
lane will be stopped and ticketed. 

Also new in work zones this year 
are rumble strips. which will be 
placed in the driving lanes to alert 
drivers that they are approaching a 
work zone. 

The Give ‘em a Brake campaign 
kicked off May 10 with a news con- 
ference in Lansing at the State 
Capitol. The campaign will spend 
approximately $215,000 on a public 
awareness campaign which includes 
statewide billboards. radio and televi- 
sion spots, and an information pam- 
phlet called “Top 10 Tips on Driving 
in a Construction Work Zone.” 

“The hard-working men = and 
women of Michigan's construction 
unions are entitled to a safe work- 
place - and roadways are their work- 
place. Motorists can help keep them- 
selves and the workers safe by slow- 
ing down when entering construction 


zones.” said Michigan Laborers 
District Council! Business Manager 
Jerry Hall. 

“We've been changing the way we 
do business in order to make life eas- 
ier for motorists. It's time that 
motorists began to return the favor 
and change their behavior in con- 
struction zones.” said Michigan Road 
Builders Association (MRBA)

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Summer is here and with it comes 
the specter of skin cancer. 
Nationally. more than | million new 
cases of skin cancer will be diag- 
nosed this year. One in five people 
in this country will develop skin 
cancer at some time in their life. 
However, frequent self-checks, use 
of sunsereens and limiting exposure 
are measures people can take to help 
protect their skin and possibly save 
their lives. 


Timothy Wang. M.D.. assistant 
professor in the U-M_ Health 
System's Department of 


Dermatology. says “Parents should 
be especially careful with their chil- 


dren.” Medical experts believe that 
some 50 percent of lifelong sun 
damage is done before the age of 18. 
Parents should get children into the 
habit of protecting their skin early 
on. 

“Long-term sun exposure not 
only increases the risk of skin can- 
cer but also leads to photo damage - 
wrinkles and sun spots.” Wang says. 
“If you get your children into the 
right habits early. itl] be better than 
trying to impress your 16 year old 
that they should be wearing sun- 
screen.” 

Wang says skin cancer is the most 
common form of cancer. There are

three major types of skin cancer: 
basal cell, squamous cell carcinoma 
and melanoma. “The vast majority 
of skin cancers are basal and squa- 
mous cell. These are known as non- 
melanoma skin cancers.” he says. 

A lesion that won’t heal, bleeds 
easily and is traumatized easily, says 
Wang, characterizes basal and squa- 
mous cell carcinomas. Melanoma. 
on the other hand, is the last com- 
mon (only about 4 percent of skin 
cancer diagnoses) but potentially is 
the most lethal. 

“Approximately 80 percent of the 
deaths caused by skin cancer are 
caused by melanoma,” he says. 
Melanoma is formed from the pig- 
ment cells of the skin. “Very typi- 
cally they start as a mole.” says 
Wang. Sometimes a mole of many 
years changes in size, shape. color 
or elevation, or starts to bleed. 

To help people remember the dan- 
ger signs, the American Academy of 
Dermatology has created the 
A,B.C,D’s of Melanoma: A is for 
asymmetry. “You should be able to 
draw a line through the middle of a 
mole or lesion and have it look the 
same on both halves.” he explains. B 
is for border. “You should have a 
nice, clean regular border around 
your mole.” Both A and B are good 
characteristics to have. On the other 
hand, C is for color. 

“Change in color is a major indi- 
cator of a potential problem.” and D 
is for diameter. “You're looking for 
things more than about six millime- 
ters in diameter; about the size of a 
pencil eraser,” he notes. If you 
locate a mole or lesion with charac- 
teristics noted in C and D, you 
should have it looked at by a physi- 
cian. 

Although physicians check for 
moles and other skin irregularities 
during routine exams, individuals

should be aware of their own skin. 
“No one knows your skin better than 
you,” says Wang. 

Along with self-exams. he recom- 
mends individuals use broad-spec- 
trum sunscreens with a protection 
factor of 15 or higher and that say 
UVA and UVB block on the label. 
UVA and UVB are types of solar 
radiation that are the predominant 
causes of sunbum and skin damage. 
The UVA and UVB radiation is at 
the greatest intensity between 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m. 

“Some sunscreens need to be 
absorbed into the skins outer layer 
so after application. people should 
wait about 15 minutes before going 

ut.” he says. It is alo important that 
sunscreens are reapplied periodical- 
ly - after coming out of the water or 
when sweating profusely. “Once 
just isn’t enough.” says Wang. 

To a certain degree. skin cancer is 
preventable. Environmental and 
genetic factors also play roles. 
People with fair skin. eyes and hair 
- the blue-eyed blondes and red- 
heads - are particularly prone to 
burn easily. “Because of their genet- 
ics, they are more susceptible to 
skin cancer than people with more 
natural pigment.” savs Wang. 

The environmental factors can be 
dealt with by using sunscreens. lim- 
iting exposure and wearing protec- 
tive clothing such as hats and T- 
shirts.

clothing and other necessities 
passed to them by their team of 
“bank runners” of “feeders” who 
meet them at locations along the 
race course. The function of these 
support teams is often compared to 
that of pit crews in auto racing, and 
can be just as important to the out- 
come of the race.
